.anta Barbara, Cal., May 1,1. Many
Mystic iShriners were killed and injured
ii a wreck on the Cort line of the
Southern Pacific railroad at Honda early
Saturday afternoon.

The latest report places the number
of dead at 21, with about' 40 injured.
Most of the victims were Shriners from
the east and middle state who were re-

turning from the Vrisco convention. .

The first authentic news of the wreck
at Honda was received at Santa Bar-

bara Saturday evening in a message to
the railroad officers, stating that the dead
numbered 21. On the- same authority,
most of the killed were riding in the
buffet car and the dining car. It is now
known that the train wrecked was the
second section of train No. 21, which
left Santa Barbara at 12:10 p. m. Sat-

urday, and wt whedulod to arrive at
Surf, three or four miles from the wreck,
at 12:S0. The train was composed of
seven pasencer cars.

Railroad advices received later are that
a special train bearing 21 dead and 20
injured would arrive at 9:25 (12:23
eastern time) Saturday night. from the
wreck at Honda, Many of the seriously
injured have been taken to Sau Luis
Obispo.
